"E  THEN  DESCRIBED  two  oiiposite 
epts  of  man.  The  first,  he  said,  denies 
nature  of  man  and  is  held  by  Darwinians 
volutionists  whose  views  are  determined 
heir  ideas  about  evolution.  These  people, 
aid,  feel  that  man  does  not  liave  a fixed 
re  because  he  is  constantly  changing, 
ii  nature  is  “a  fluid  something,” 

'ince  it  is  not  known  what  man  is,  “least 
d do  we  know  who  or  what  man  was  in- 
ied  to  be,”  was  the  way  Dr,  Weaver  des- 


cribed the  reasoning  of  these  people. 

THE  TR.VDITIONAL  view — the  scholar  s 
own — depends  on  an  image  of  man  which  is 
not  based  completely  on  science.  The  image 
is  “imaginative,  not  imaginary”  and  is  a com- 
posite of  what  man  was,  is  and  ought  to  be. 

Though  certain  elements  9!  these  two 
viewpoints  have  turned  them  into  an  unre- 
solved argument,  most  people  hold  the  second 
view',  the  speaker  claimed.  | 

DR.  WEAVER  then  discussed  the  ideai 
that  “we  live  at  the  height  of  times,”  or  the 
“supreme  time.”  This  “misleading  idea,  he 
asserted,  means  that  history  is  a “constant 
ascent”  and  that  present  civilization  is  high- 
er in  achievement  than  other  people, 

“Tlie  truth  is,”  he  said,  “that  the  progress 
of  culture  has  been  one  of  iieaks  of  values. 
He  referred  to  the  literature  of  Elizabethan 
England,  the  art  of  ancient  Greece  and  the 
political  wisdom  of  the  founders  of  the  Unit- 
ed States.  „ 

HE  THEN  decried  the  “standardization 
of  culture,  asserting  that  culture  develops 
only  in  regions  and  that  there  is  no  such 
thing  as  a universal  culture.

Guesf  Editorial . . . 

President  Explains  Spring  Vacation 

(Editor’s  note:  The  following  guest  editorial 
was  written  to  explain  progress  towards  securing 
a spring  vacation  next  year.  The  Daily  E'niverse 
feels  any  progress  in  this  direction  is  worthwhile, 
and  urges  the  administration  to  heed  our  request 
that  students  he  granted  this  vacation  time  next 
year.) 

There  has  been  much  comment  on  campus  concern- 
ing the  fact  that  the  school  calendar  for  1961-62  does 
not  provide  for  a spring  vacation.  A recent  article  in 
the  Daily  Universe  accused  the  studentbody  Executive 
Council  of  failing  to  meet  its  responsibility  in  making 
a recommendation  for  a spring  vacation.  In  essence  the 
article  stated  that  the  Council  was  too  preoccupied  with 
its  activities  in  preparation  for  a trip  to  Hawaii  to  make 
this  recommendation.  The  result  being— no  spring  va- 
cation next  year. 

It  is  apparent  that  the  author  of  this  article  was 
misinformed.  My  intent  is  to  accurately  inform  the  stu- 
dents as  to  what  actually  happened  in  this  regard  and 
what  is  now  being  done  toward  providing  a spring  va- 
cation for  next  year. 

The  night  before  the  Executive  Council  left  for 
Hawaii,  November  22,  1960,  we  had  a meeting  with  the 
Dean  of  Students.  After  leaving  his  office,  we  met  brief- 
ly with  Brother  Alma  King  in  regard  to  a proposed  cal- 
endar for  1961-62.  The  calendar  that  we  saw  provided 
for  a spring  vacation.  We  were  given  copies  of  the  cal- 
endar and  were  asked  to  study  it  over  that  we  might 
make  recommendations  for  improvement.  The  Council 
w'as  reasonably  satisfied  since  a vacation  was  included, 
thus  no  further  recommendation  was  made  by  the  Coun- 
cil. It  was  our  impression  that  a spring  vacation  would 
be  included  in  next  year’s  calendar. 

The  Executive  Council  was  not  Informed  that 
the  spring  vacation  had  not  been  granted  and  the 
matter  was  not  brought  to  our  attention  until  the 
1961-62  Catalog  was  printed. 

At  that  time  the  Council  discussed  the  matter 
thoroughly  and  I was  asked  to  write  to  the  Dean  of 
Students  on  behalf  of  the  Executive  Council  requesting 
that  serious  consideration  be  given  to  adjusting  the 
1961-62  Calendar  to  provide  for  a spring  vacation.  Dean 
Romney  wholeheartedly  supported  the  action  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive* Council  and  in  turn  submitted  the  request  to 
the  Deans’  Council.  That  Council  then  authorized  Dean 
Romney  to  investigate  the  matter  and  make  recom- 
mendations to  them. 

Dean  Romney  has  been  compiling  irertinent  infor- 
mation for  the  past  several  weeks  in  order  to  prepare 
a sound  proposal  that  will  be  presented  to  the  Deans’ 
Council  this  afternoon.  If  the  Deans’  Council  approves 
the  proposal,  it  will  then  be  submitted  to  the  Adminis- 
trative Council  for  final  approval. 

May  I take  this  opportunity  to  express  apprecia- 
tion to  Dean  Romney  for  his  great  effort  in  this  matter. 

|.  Also  I would  express  to  the  Deans’  Council  and 

the  Administrative- Council  the  concern  of  the  en- 
tire studentbody  over  the  “spring  vacation”  prob- 
lem. 

We  realize  that  many  factors  must  be  considered 
in  the  preparation  of  a university  calendar  and  that 
once  it  has  been  set  up  it  is  not  a simple  matter  to 
change  it.  We  feel,  however,  that  our  rquest  for  a spring 
vacation  is  reasonable  and  are  hopeful  that  you  will 
favorably  consider  Dean  Romney’s  proposal.
